THE UNIVERSITY COAT OF ARMS 

In June 1994, His Excellency the Right Honourable Ramon John Hnatyshyn, Governor General of Canada, presented 
the University of Alberta with its Coat of Arms. The full Coat of Arms is displayed at ceremonial occasions such as 
Convocation, and is used by the Chancellor, the titular head of the University. 

On the shield is a representation of the topography of Alberta rendered in the colors of the University. At the base is a 
prairie wheat field symbolizing Alberta's agricultural industry. The wavy gold line above suggests the hills and rivers 
of Alberta and, in particular, the setting of the University campus. The top of the shield is in gold and separated from 
the rest of the shield by a line suggesting the Rocky Mountains. The book of learning dominates the design. 

On the crest is a Grand-Due d'Amerique, or Great Horned Owl, the provincial bird and an accepted symbol of 
knowledge. The Pronghorn, taken from the Provincial Coat of Arms, and the golden bear, mascot of the University 
support the shield. Both wear collars of the University colors, as does the owl. At the base of the coat of arms is 
a grassy mound with wild roses, the floral emblem of Alberta with the University's motto: Quaecumque vera 
("Whatsoever things are true").

THE UNIVERSITY MACE 

The University of Alberta Mace was 
designed and crafted specifically for the 
University as a gift from Dr. Francis Phillip 
Galbraith, Chancellor of the University of 
Alberta from 1964 - 1970. It was presented 
by his son, Michael Galbraith, on behalf of 
his father on 26 May 1970. 

Among its elements are: the Star of Saint 
Thomas Aquinas, the Patron Saint of 
Scholars; the Wild Rose of Alberta; the 
Maple Leaf; and the separate charges which 
make up the University's Emblem. The 
University motto encircles the staff. 

The ceremonial stand for the Mace was 
donated in 1987 as a memorial gift by family 
and friends of Dr. Charles Malcolm Macleod, 
Chair of the Board of Governors 1950 - 1966. 

The Mace is carried before the Chancellor, or 
Vice-Chancellor, in procession and rests on 
its stand in full view of the assembly during 
Convocation. Centuries ago the Mace was 
a symbol of authority over life and death. 
Today it represents power—but the power 
of knowledge and the importance of the 
University in the community.

THE UNIVERSITY CEREMONIAL CHAIRS 

The Chancellor's Chair was presented to the University of Alberta as a gift 
from the 1922 graduating class. It is made of solid oak with a padded leather 
back and seat. Above the padded-leather back is carved the University motto 
Quaecumque Vera together with the class year, 1922, and the University emblem. 

In 1987, the family and friends of Dr. Charles Malcolm Macleod, Chair of 
the Board of Governors from 1950 to 1966, presented a memorial gift to the 
University of two additional chairs for use by the President and the Chair of 
the Board of Governors at Convocation. 

In 2006, a fourth chair was donated in memory and honor of Lois Elsa Hole, 
beloved Chancellor (1998 - 2000) and Lieutenant Governor (2000 - 2005), 
by Earl Evaniew, Sandra Kereliuk and their daughter Jennifer. This chair 
becomes part of the seating arrangements on stage, when the Lieutenant 
Governor or other high profile dignitaries attend the convocation ceremonies.

Today's ceremony stems from the medieval tradition. The 
procession of the guild of teachers, whose solemn assembly, 
or convocation, is the modern equivalent of the medieval 
magna congregatio of all Faculties. It is led by the Chancellor 
and the Chief Marshal carrying the mace, the symbol of 
the University's corporate authority. The academic gowns, 
hoods and caps declare, in their various designs and colors, 
the academic qualifications of the Faculty. The citations 
and presentations by the Faculty to the Chancellor attest to 
him and to society the degree of proficiency attained by the 
students of the University. There follows a visible and public 
act whereby the universitas magistrorum, acting through 
its Chancellor, confers upon the students the appropriate 
degree. It is the act, not a certificate, which constitutes the 
validity of the degree bestowed. The words "I admit you" 


and the placing of the students' hands within the hands 
of the Chancellor and his associates, bind the students in 
the appropriate degree to the universitas magistrorum. 

The students thereafter bear for all time the mark of their 
association with this University. They have received what 
the University has been and presently is. Because they bear 
in themselves the promise of the future, they are what the 
University hopes to be. Despite its solemnity, convocation is 
a joyous occasion. 

Academic dress at the University of Alberta generally 
follows the tradition of Cambridge University in the design 
of the gown, and that of Oxford University in the design of 
the hood.

The Senior Dean presents the candidates for degrees with these words: 

"Eminent Chancellor and President, on behalf of the Faculties, I present to you these scholars and ask that they be pledged 
and admitted to the degrees to which they are entitled." 

THE PLEDGE 

The President then addresses the candidates in these words: 

"Do you promise faithfully to observe and loyally to maintain the statutes, customs, privileges, and liberties of this, 
your University? Do you solemnly promise to conduct yourself in all things loyally and faithfully to the honour of your 
University, the encouragement of learning, and the good of your country?" 

Each candidate replies: 

"These things I pledge myself to do." 

THE ADMISSION 

The Chancellor then addresses the candidates in these words: 

"By virtue of the authority vested in me by the Legislature of this Province and with the consent of this University, I admit 
you to the degrees to which you are entitled, and invest you with all the powers, rights, and privileges pertaining to such 
degrees. I charge you to use them for the uplifting of the whole people; to inspire the human spirit; for all who believe, to 
serve your God; and to pursue more steadfastly whatsoever things are true."

Clara Anne Hughes 

Six-time Olympic medalist Clara Hughes once said: “Being a champion is not 
just about winning." Believing that actions off the track define us as much as 
those on it, Ms. Hughes inspires people toward success in all areas of their lives. 

Ms. Hughes is the only Canadian to have won medals in both the Summer 
and the Winter Olympics. In the 1996 Summer Olympic Games, she received 
two bronze medals in cycling; and over the course of three Winter Olympic 
Games, she received four medals—one gold, one silver, and two bronze—in 
speed skating. In addition, she served as the Canadian flag bearer for the 
2010 Vancouver Olympic Games' opening ceremony, and represented Canada 
with distinction at the London Summer Olympic Games in 2012, before 
retiring as an Olympian. 

In 2014, she once again figured prominently in the eyes of Canadians as 
the national spokesperson for Bell Let's Talk, a campaign designed to end 
the stigma of mental health issues. Undertaking "Clara's Big Ride," she 
completed a 110-day national bicycle tour through every province and 
territory in Canada, beginning in Toronto in March and ending in Ottawa on 
July 1. As part of the ride, she covered 12,000 km and visited 95 communities 
along the way. Her efforts to grow awareness, acceptance and action to create 
a stigma-free society have inspired people of all ages across the country. 

Ms. Hughes sits on the International Board of Directors for Right To Play, a 
global organization that uses the transformative power of play to educate and 
empower children facing adversity. She has challenged Canadian businesses 
and individuals to match her donations or simply to give what they can 
to Right to Play, raising over $400,000 for programs across the globe. Ms. 
Hughes also donated a portion of her prize money from the 2010 Olympic 
Games to the Take a Hike Youth at Risk Foundation in Vancouver, firmly 
believing in the power of sport to help build self-esteem as well as a sense of 
responsibility and discipline. 

Over the course of her distinguished career, Ms. Hughes has won a number 
of awards and accolades. She was named Female Athlete of the Year by Speed 
Skating Canada and she received the International Olympic Committee's 
Sport and Community Trophy. She was honoured with a star on Canada's 
Walk of Fame; she was inducted into Canada's Sports Hall of Fame; and she 
was named an Officer of the Order of Canada. 

Clara Hughes is respected throughout the national and international 
sport community. She balances a fierce dedication to the highest levels of 
competition with an equally fierce sense of compassion and commitment to 
supporting wellness for all Canadians.

CONGRATULATIONS 

David Ross Cheriton 

David Cheriton is a professor of Computer Science and Electrical Engineering 
at Stanford University in California. His research includes the areas of 
high-performance scalable distributed systems, Internet architecture and 
protocols and hardware-software interaction, particularly at the operating 
system level. His work has made a number of early contributions to the 
development of the Internet. 

Professor Cheriton was born in Vancouver, BC and subsequently moved with 
his parents to Edmonton. He attended Eastglen High School - experimenting 
with homeschooling in grade 11 by taking a year off and completing courses 
by correspondence - and performing in drama and music festivals and 
occasionally on radio and TV. An avid windsurfer, snowboarder and cyclist, 
he retains an ongoing interest in the fine arts. 

He attended the University of Alberta from 1969 to 1971 before moving 
to UBC, where he graduated with a B.Sc in Mathematics in 1973. He also 
spent two summers at the Banff School of Fine Arts in the musical theatre 
program. With a National Research Council (now NSERC) scholarship, he 
pursued graduate studies a Masters degree in 1974 and a Ph.D. in 1978 from 
the University of Waterloo. He accepted a position as assistant professor of 
Computer Science at UBC, and in 1981 he accepted a position at Stanford. 

Professor Cheriton is a recognized leader in computer systems research, 
having produced a number of widely referenced papers and research 
systems. His research has received the support of the U.S. Defense Advanced 
Research Projects Agency (DARPA) for over 20 years, and he has played an 
active role in various government studies and reviews. His Stanford classes 
are routinely televised in the Silicon Valley area to leading high technology 
companies for the benefit of their employees. 

A technical advisor to numerous companies including Silicon Graphics, IBM, 

Sun Microsystems, Cisco Systems and Google, Professor Cheriton has also 
served as an expert consultant and witness in a number of high technology 
legal cases. He was co-founder of Granite Systems, then a leading developer 
of gigabit Ethernet products - acquired in 1996 by Cisco Systems - where 
he served as a technical advisor until 2003. He was also a co-founder of 
Kealia Inc. - acquired by Sun Microsystems in 2004 - and co-founder of Arista 
Networks which went public in 2014. 

An active investor in high technology, he has worked with leading venture 
capital firms in the Silicon Valley area, including Kleiner-Perkins, Caufield 
and Byers and New Enterprise Associates. As a seed investor, he has also 
helped provide initial funding for a number of important Silicon Valley 
companies, most notably Google. He holds a number of patents for his work. 

He has also made numerous philanthropic donations to support education. 

David Cheriton's students have gone on to become leaders in various 
academic institutions and industry - a testament to his success as an 
entrepreneur and a mentor.

Reconstruction: Bulletin...Published by the Department 
of Soldiers' Civil Re-Establishment for the Information 
of All Interested in the Welfare of Canada's Returned 
Soldiers. Ottawa: Department of Soldiers' Civil 
Re-Establishment, 1918. 

This scarce government-issued serial pamphlet 
was published to give Canadians insight into the 
important issue of "fitting returned soldiers into 
civil life" and more specifically, what can be done 
to give disabled veterans opportunities to return 
to civil employment. In a chapter entitled "Soldier 
Settlement on Land" we learn that throughout 
Western Canada, many wounded veterans were 
lured from the city to become farmers, apparently 
motivated to do so by the "fascination of operating 
a gasoline engine" and an opportunity to enroll in 
government-sponsored courses on the care, repair, 
and operation of the tractor engine.
